Subsequent Model Heavy-Duty Vehicles (HDV Test Procedures) adopted Oct. 21, 2014. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: The manufacturer has elected to demonstrate compliance with the Greenhouse Gas 
Emission Standards as specified in Title 17 CCR 95663 and the incorporated "California Greenhouse Gas Exhaust 
Emission Standards and Test Procedures for 2014 and Subsequent Model Heavy-Duty Vehicles" (HDV Test 
Procedures) adopted Oct. 21, 2014 by demonstrating compliance with the 2014 MY National Heavy-Duty Engine and 
Vehicle Greenhouse Gas Program as specified in Section 1037.101.3 of the HDV Test Procedures. The manufacturer 
has submitted the required information and therefore has met the criteria necessary to receive a California Executive 
Order based on the Environmental Protection Agency's Certificate of Conformity for the above listed vehicle family. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: Vehicles certified under this Executive Order shall not be produced before 
January 2, 2018. 

Vehicles certified under this Executive Order must conform to all applicable California emission regulations. 

The Bureau of Automotive Repair will be notified by copy of this Executive Order.
